It was 
found that traffic in the neighbood of 
the exit of the tunnel at Canal Street 
had doubled within two years, that a 
steady increase could be looked for and 
that the result was a rapid increase in 
all realty values. 

In January, 1924, the commigsions 
were forced to revise their estimate 
of expenditures due to various causes, 
among them being the necessity of in⸗ 
creasing the diameter of tbe tunnels, 
redesigning the New Jersey ventilating 

" pile foundations, widening 
of the roadways, increased plaza areas 
and other changes which represented 
added costs of $14,000,000. Other 
changes made necessary since that 
time have added to this increase.

These plans aim especially at assur- 
ing the maintenance of essential sup- 
plies, if a strike, should tie up the 
transportation lines and otherwise im- 
peril normal conditions. 

Foreseeing the possibility that coal 


“miners may gtrike within the next few 
months and sweep the railroad work- 
ers and members of other of the more 
important: labor unions into. a strike 
with them, the Government has been 
busy lately dividing Britain into areas, 
over each of which a local chief com- 
missioner will be placed’ in case a gen- 
eral strike is declared: 

Outranking all these local ,commis- 
sioners is a chief commissioner, whose 
task would be to supervise these areas 
and direct special.emergency measures 
for the country as a.whole. This chief 
commisioner is the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Sir William Mitchel Thomson, a 
Member of Parliament. 

He will also have under him, several 
other officials to supervise all ques- 
tions connected with food, transport, 
railways, postal service, &c.- Moreaver, 
there will be a liaison officer between 
the emergency organization.and the 
military authorities and arother to 
maintain liaison with the police. 


Will Recruit Volunteers. 


In order still further to safeguard 
the public if a sttike is declared, re- 
cruiting officers have been quietly ap- 
pointed by the Government for enlist- 
ing volunteer workers to aid in enforc- 
ing the emergency measures. 

For-several months recently the “Or- 

ation for the Mairitenance of Sup- 
plies,” upon which will devolve the 
major part of the task of keeping up 
the flow of food and other necessities, 
despite the strikers, has been preparing 
lists of persons capable of aiding in 
the emergency work. 

These lists show persons skilled in 
various occupations, also those semi- 
skilled and those unskilled, but whose 
eervices are available. Should the 
necessity arise, these lists would be 
turned over to the Government authori- 
ties in order to avoid confusion whi¢gh 
might arise from the hasty recruitir 
ef volunteers of whose capabilities 
nothing was known. ” 

In addition a thorough census has 
een made of.all motor transport which 
would be available, likewise data on 
the number of men required to run the, 
vehicles and where they could be ob- 
tated. . Other information al y 
gathe in the endeavor to prepare the 
country for a general strike emergency 
covers food requirements in various, 
parts of the. count and how: food 
might best be taken to them.

SISTERS SOLE HEIRS . 
’ TO HUMMEL ESTATE 


Property Does Not Revert to Paris 
Nephew Under Will Filed 
in Portland, Me. 


PORTLAND, Me., Feb. 9 (4).—The 
residue of the estate of Abe H. Hum- 
mel, the New York lawyer, will go in 
equal shares to his sisters, Sophie 

ummel Kaffenburgh and Berthe 
Hummel, after payment of séveral 
small bequests, according to a copy of 
the will, made public here late today. 
The will was to be filed in the Surro- 
gates’ Court at New York today by 
the trustees, the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany of New York. . 

‘Contrary to the forecast that the sis-: 
ters would have only a life interest m 


the estate, and that upon their decease 
the property would revert to Abraham 
H.. Kaffenburgh of Paris, his nephew, 
the residue goes in equal shares to the 
sisters and their‘ heirs, ‘‘for their own 
use and benefit absolutely.” 

In the event either of them died be- 
fore Hummel, the property was to go 
to the survivor. -Had both sisters 
predéceased the testator, the estate 
would have gone to the nephew and 
his heirs. F 

No mention is made of Henry D. 
Hummel, the South Portland young 
man, who claims he was Hummel’s 
son and legal heir, and who will con- 
test the will. On the contrary, it is 
an outstanding oddity of the document 
‘that in. the original will and in two 
identical, codicils Hummel declared 
-himself to be a “‘bacpelor.’’ 

This declaration will be the vital 
point upon which the contest will be 
-based, according to State Senator 
Frederick W. Hinckley, counsel for the 
claimant. 

The will was: executed on April 14, 
1924, in London, where Hummel died 
two weeks ago. To this document two 
codicils were added in December, 1925. 
He signed the original document “A. 
H. Hummel,’’ the first codicil ‘‘Abra- 
ham Henry Hummel,” and the second 
eodicil, . which , contains. exactly .the 
‘same provision as the first, ‘‘A, Henry 
Hummel.” . : ’ 

Hummel bequeathed his sleeve links, 
“set with eight different color pearis,”’ 
to his nephew, his sapphire . dia- 
mond sleeve links:t¢o his sister, Berthe 
Hummel, and his gold watch to his 
friend, David May, of .New York, a 
former member of the law firm of 
Howe & Hummel. 

The nephew is to receive all sums of 
money in francs deposited in Hummel's 
name in two Paris banks,« together 
with $500, with the request that such 
sum be expended toward the upkeep 
of his son, Jack Kaffenburgh. ‘ 

Hummel gave 200 francs to Arlette 
Launcsweert, daughter. of his friend, 
Alphonse Launcsweet of Paris.

‘When the few faint clues on which 
they had worked for-more than twen- 
ty-four hours came to nought yester- 
day afternoon, the police admitted that

Neither he nor other employes in the 
place could recognize a picture of the 
slain woman as that of any woman 
who made a purchase in the-place, 
Rappe said. More than’ that, there 
was nothing of outstanding interest 
about the shoes, because they were of 
ordinary. size, and the purchaser, there- 
ford, was not likely to have needed 
particular attention.

TAGORE’S BROTHER IS DEAD. 


Dwijendranatha 87, Aliso a Poet, 
Was Eldest of Seven Sons.

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LONDON, Feb. 9.—Dwijendranath 
Tagore, philosopher, scholar, musician 
and reformer and known as _ the 
“recluse poet of Bengal,’ is dead in 
Bolpur, India, aged 87, at the Santini- 
ketan, or “ of Peace,” an edu- 
cational institution founded by his 
youngest brother, Rabrindantath Ta- 

, the world famous poet and Nobel 
ze winner. . 

The dead man was the eldest of the 
seven sons of Devendranath 
the; mystic leader of Deistic religious 
movement. The latter’s father was 
Dwarkanath Tagore, a merchant, phil- 
anthropist and reformer, who’ died in 
London in 1846 and was buried there. 

Because of his beliefs Dwijendranath 
Tagore published none of his verse, but 
wrote many scholarly articles on San- 
acrit literature. 

“The Elder Brother,” as he was 
called, was loved and revered by the 
Hindus. He shared his simple meals 
with the birds and squirrels, who ate 
from his hands, and there are many 
stories of his attachment to brute life, 
such as that of his taking off his 
shawl one chilly night to cover a sleep- 
ing mongrel dog.

“American organization and method, 
it seems to me, break down as often 
as they succeed, but here was one of 
their moments of triumph.”

“That this vast. power is now being 
harnessed, that it is illuminated at 
night as a show, that speculative éom- 
merce has discovered how desirable are 
the sites in the precincts of this.splen- 
dor, means etal Nature on this 
scale cannot -be cheapened. Niagara 
will remain one of the wonders of the 
world in spite of all our conspiracies.”’

TELLS OF HIS WORK ABROAD 


Declares International Code ~ on 
Territorial Waters, Nationality 
and Food Control Is in Sight. 


George W. Wickersham, former Vnit · 
ed States Attorney General, returned 
yesterday on the Cunarder Mauretania 
after a three weeks’ session in Geneva, 
Switzerland, where he was one of the 
Commission of Fifteen from various 
nations of the world, created by the 
League of Nations for the Progressive 
Co-Ordination of International Lew. 
The Geneva session was the second one 
held by the commission. . 

Mr. Wickersham said the commis- 
sion had made much progress and had 
already sent to the nations belonging 
to the World Court recommendations 
upon several subjects, which were dis- 
cussed with a view to their eventual 
employment in an international agree- 
ment. Among them were the law of 
territorial waters, which is illustrated 
by the United States three-mile limit, 
with reference to search and seizure; 
the question of nationality, which is 
felt in America by the unsettled status 
of aliens who marry Americans, and 


the issue of international control of 
the food supply of the seas. Mr. Wick- 
ersham said: 


“The matter of extradition came up, 
but it was decided not to take up this 
issue at this time as the matter is, 
as yet, by no means ripe. 

“After the recommendations toward 
af ental international code are 
reached by the agreement of the na- 
tions to which the measures are sub- 
mitted, the next step will be the call- 
ing of an international conference 
which will bring the measures up to 
the status of’ treaties, and then will

“I was most gratified,’’ Mr. Wicker- 
sham added, ‘“‘when I learned that we 
had agreed to enter the World Court.

HE IS CRITICIZED IN TURN 


Both Houses Seek to Place Biame 
for Delay on His Failure to 
Lead Debate. 
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Special Cable to Term New Yorx Times. 

PARIS, Feb. 9.—With the dollar past 
27 and sterling nearly 132 both ‘the 
Chamber and Senate today tried to 
tie responsibility for delay in getting 
along ‘with the finance bill onto the 
Government’s failure to give a strong 
lead. 

But just. to demonstrate that the 
Government still occupies the position 
of being behind the cart the Chamber 
for the second time in two days voted 
‘to keep in the bill a clause which 
provides for registration of all bonds 
and the suppression of bearer bonds, 
and that despite the failure of Finance 
Minister Doumer during the morning 
to tome to any agreement with the 
Finance Commission and despite three 
interventions by Premier Briand .im- 
ploring speed, unity - and common 
sense. 

If today, as yesterday, the Govern- 
ment’ had made the issue one of con- 
fidence it would have been beaten and 
would have had to resign: ‘‘What 
good would that do?’ M. Briand had 
asked earlier, and every one is agreed 
that whatever happens theré must not 
be a Government crisi& The Left 
would like to see M. Doumer forced 
out. The Right would lize to have half 
a share in the .Government. But the 
situation is still far from having 
reached the point where the, issue is 
clear enough to ‘permit the Govern- 

ment to stake its life. 

That sday would come, and come 
gsoon,. said. M Briand. In another 
five or six days—the debate has al- 
ready lasted fifteen days without a 
single article being voted which does 
anything toward meeting the 4,000,- 
000,00-franc deficit in the budget—the 

_ Chamber would have to have its pro- 
posals voted in such shape that the 
bill could be sent to the Senate. If 
what had been done did not meet the 
situation then ‘“‘the Government will 
place its existence on the scales,” cried 
M. Briand. 

Again and again he returned to the 
theory that while the Government’s 
business was to direct the Chamber its 
business was also to serve the country 
in conformity with the wishes the 
country expressed at the elections. 
The time would come when it would 
be the duty of the Government to take 
into consideration the whole outlook 
of the country and the practical ap- 
plication of what was proposed. It 
was then, when.the issue was not one 
of doctrine but of hard reality that the 
Government would shoulder its full re- 
sponsibility and ask every man to 
shoulder his. 

One more attempt is to be made to- 
morrow to patch up some formula of 
agreement between M. Doumer and 
the Finance Commission on.,the bond 
registration article. 

In the meanwhile M. Briand has for 
the moment scotched criticism of his 
“Fabian’’ methods which was devel- 
oped in the Senate and in the Cham- 
ber by the Right with the object of 
forcing him to a declaration before he 
considers the time ripe. 

The Premier was at the Senate 
where trouble was brewing and the 
atmosphere had becdme electric when’ 
he was summoned: back to the Cham- 
ber to defend himself against an at- 
tack by Deputy Flandin. As long as 
the Government did not take the lead. 
M., Flandin said, His party would not 
take any part in voting or in the dis- 
cussion. It was the Government’s 
hesitation which was causing discredit 
to fall on the Chamber. ; 

In the Senate Finance Commission 
the same argument was being de- 
veloped by M. Chéron, M. Francois- 
Marsal and others. Even M. Caillaux 
joined in the general demand that in- 
sistance should. be made on more 
Speed, and later the former Finance 
Minister came to the Chainber to join 
in an arm-in-arm conference with the 
Premier. 

Tactically, however, every one ad- 
mits, M. Briand is right. Any attempt 
to rush the debate while it is still on 
points doctrine would probably prove 
fatal to the Government and serve no 
purpose. ‘He must work with the 
Radical and Socialist majority and that 
majotity is unfortunately for this once 
showing the same tenacity its country- 
men did at Verdun.

| ANTI-COURT SENATORS

Pledge Continued Opposition to 


American Participation in 
League Affairs.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.--A _ secret |, 


conference attended by fifteen of the 
seventeen Senators who voted on Jan. 
27 against the World Court resolution 
was: held at the Capitol today and 
marked the beginning of what is in- 
tended as a nation-wide campaign to 
prevent the United States from being 
drawn into the affairs of the League 
of Nations. 

The meeting was held in the office 
of Senator Borah, Chairmin of the 
a Relations Committee, who, 

Senator Reed of Missouri, called 
the anti-court Senators together. They 
indulged in a round-table talk, the 
general tenor of which is understocd 
to have been an expression of approv- 
al for a drive intended. to fan the fires 
against participation in e mat- 
ters. The net result was a decision to 
hold another conference later. 

Despite the secrecy with which the 
conference was enshrouded, reports 
leaked out of strong assertions on the 
part of various Senators present that 
they would fight to the end against 
participation in Europe’s affairs. 

Senator Moses of New Hampshire is 
understood to have indicated a willing- 
ness to ‘‘dedicate’”’ his life to the work 
of preventing the United States enter- 
ing the League, while Senator Reed 
was reported to have said that he 
would be willing to campaign in any 
State against any Senator—Democrat 
or Republican—who voted for partici- 
pation in the Court. 

Senator Borah, on the other hand, is 
declared to have ‘signified his willing- 
ness to campaign for anybody who 
voted against the Court 

The conference was not designed, it 
was asserted, to attempt to get the 
United States ‘‘out’’ of the Court. 

The Senators attending were Messrs. 
Blease, Borah, Brookhart, Fernald, 
Frazier, Harreld, Johnson, La Follette, 
Moses, Nye, Reed of Missouri; Robin- 
son of Indiana, Schall, Shipstead and 
Williams. Two of the anti-Court Sen- 
ators—Watson and Pine—were absent. 
Senator Watson declared, in fact, that 
he knew nothing about the conference. 
Senator Dill, who-did not vote but was 
paired against the Court resolution, 
was also absent.

It is just the 
sort of argument any bargainer would 
bring forward, say the Government's 
champions, and as Mr. Churchill was 
instructed by the Cabinet to deal 
kindly with Count Volpi on general po- 
litical considerations, probably he did 
not examined it very closely. 

Thus the misunderstanding and con- 
fusion arose, and the Liberal opposi- 
tion, according to the Government’s 
friends, is merely trying to make a

Tells of Ward’s Connection. x 

The greater part of: the testimony of 
Mr. Barber, the only witness called so 
far, had to do with the relationship of 
William B. Ward to the Continental 
Baking Corporation and the other con- 
cerns with which Mr. Barber has been 
identified. Mr. Barber reiterated his 
assertion that Mr. Ward’s only connec- 
tion with the Continental was as a 
stockholder, that the corporation was 
formed by Mr. Barber solely to offer 
better service to the public. 

The questions of Colonel Augustus 
R. Brindley, counsel for the Federal 
Trade Commission, regarding Mr. Bar- 
ber’s past connection with the Ward 
companies brought objections from 
William H. Button, attorney for the 
Continental, on the ground that they 
were irrelevant. The objections were 
overruled by Examiner Addison. ‘‘The 
questions may prove later on to be 
relevant,” said Colonel Brindley. 

The purpose of the formation by Mr. 
Ward and his associates of the United 
Bakeries Corporation, later absorbed 
by the Continental, was “bigger and 
better ce to the public,” said Mr. 
Barber. “It was Mr. Ward’s purpose 
to build up a baking business of suf- 
ficient volume to permit the rendering 
of a-kind of service hitherto impos- 
sible. This idea of service was para- 
mount in the minds of all at that 
time as it is today.” 

Asked what was the purpose of the 
Continental, Mr. Barber said its ob- 
jects were the same as those of the 
United, except that the larger concern 
was able to go still further in its 
field, since it embraces baking con- 
cerns in every part of the country, 
while the United centred largely in the 
East.. ‘“‘Then the Continental is merely 
a continuance of Ward’s policy in or- 
ganizing the United?’’ Colonel Brindley 
asked. ‘‘Yes,’’ the witness replied, 
“except that Ward has no connection 
with the Continental.” 


Gave Ward 2,000,000 Shares. 


It was brought out that the Con- 
tinental Baking Corporation, soon 
after it was formed in November, 1924, 
turned over to William B. Ward 
2,000,000 shares of its Class B common 
stock in return for a contract.owned 
by Mr. Ward for the acquisition of the 
American Bakery Company of St. 
Louis. Mr. Barber testified that the 
transfer was merely technical, to 
make the shares fully paid and non- 
assessable. One and a quarter million 
of the shares, he said, were later re- 
turned by Mr. Ward to the Continen- 
tal, which repaid him with shares of 
other classes. The Class B common, 


he said, was distributed as a bonus 
to purchasers of Continental preferred 
stock, sold at $100 a share, two shares 
of Class B going with one share of 
preferred, the bonus being later re- 
duced to one share and finally half a 
share, with one share of preferred. 

Mr. Barber further testified that 
since the organization of the Con- 
tinental 318,305 shares of the 8 per 
cent. cumulative preferred stock had 
been issued for cash at $100 a share, 
and that 7,500 shares had been issued 
at $102. He also said 298,389 shares 
had been issued in exchange for the 
stock of other companies acquired by 
the Continental. Of the Class A com- 
mon, the witness said, 24,460 shares 
were issued for cash and 266,905 shares 
in exchange for stock in the companies 
taken over by the Continental, 

Mr. Ward’s holdings in the Conti- 
nental, the witness testified, amounted 
atone time to 1,000,000 shares of pre- 
ferred stock, although these have 
since been reduced. 

The facts concerning the interstate 
commerce carried on by the subsidia- 
ries, said Col. Brindley, 
for the adjournment, had an impor- 
tant bearing on the charges made in 
the Federal Trade Commission’s com- 
plaint. He said there would be no 
hearings elsewhere pending the re- 
sumption of the investigation in New 
York on Feb. 23.

Anthracite Strike Passes 
Al Records for Duration 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 9 (#).—The 
present anthracite suspension goes 
f into history this week as the long- 
est hard coal, general strike since 
the black diamonds were discovered 
in Pennsylvania more than 100 
years ago. 

‘Tomorrow the strike will have 
lasted 463 days, equaling the rec- 
ord of the suspension of 1922. On 
Thursday the suspension will equal 
the great strike of 1902 when, un- 
der the leadership of John Mitchell, 
the mine workers remained idle 164 
days. :

Chief Magistrate McAdoo Forms 
Committee to Reduce Number 
of Ordinance Violators. 


HARRIS. EXPLAINS ‘STAND 


Says Soft Coal Is Not Forbidden, 
but Wants Minimum of Smoke— 
83 Summonses Served. 


Chief Magistrate William Mc...doo 
announced yesterday that he was 
forming a committee consisting of 
coal dealers, an engineer member of 
the Society of Civil Engineers and 
representatives of the Mercharits’ As- 
sociation and the Health Department 
to study the problem of burning soft 
coal to reduce the number of violators 
of the anti-smoke ordinance. 

Magistrate McAdoo pointed out the 
wide variation in the treatment of of- 
fenders by City Magistrates,.one of 
whom allowed a defendant to go on a 


rsuspended sentence while others jm- 


posed fines of from $5 to $100. 
Questions te Be Discussed. 

The questions to be discussed by the 
Advisory Committee, said Magistrate 
McAdoo, were the following: 

“First, can the quantity of smoke 
emitted be reduced by the use of better 
quality of soft coal and can a supply 
of such coal be procured in full or to 
any considerable extent? 

“Second, can improvec methods of 
stoking help to abate the density of 


the smoke and the constant. nuisance 
from which the city at large is suf- 


-fering? 


“Third, are there any mechanical or 
other methods that can be used in this 
connection,-and to what extent? 

“T will ask this committee to report 
to me within a week from its appoint- 
ment, after I get the consent of those 
I-am going to ask to join. In the 
meantime I will withhold judgment 
until I hear from them. 

“I do this not only for myself but 
for the magistracy in general, before 
whom these cases will come from all 
parts of the city, having in view, of 
course, that the great imperiled age 
interests are paramount as against all 


others. — 


Wants Owners Regponsible. 


Commissioner Harris said he re- 
gretted that so far only engineers had 
been fined. He issued instructions to 
department inspectors that the owner 
or lessee of a building or factory 
should, if possible, be held accountable 
for the dense smoke nuisance rather 
than the engineer. 

According to Dr. Harris, many per- 
sons* have telephoned the Health De- 
partment under the mistaken impres- 
gion that the use of soft coal had 
been forbidden. He said he wished to 
make it clear that this was not the 
intention of the Health Department 
under presént conditions and that his 
only insistence was that the smoke 
pees be reduced to a minimum, 

The Health Commissioner safa no 
summonses would be served for smoke 
violations without giving forty-eight 
hours’ notice for the correction of con- 
ditions, except where there was.a d¢- 
fiance of the inspector’s tequest. ~

RESTORES ALCOHOL PERMIT

‘TASKS A REFERENDUM 


ON VOLSTEAD ACT 


Representative Celler Offers a 
_ Resolution Calling for a 
Nation-Wide Vote. 


TO GUIDE CONGRESS ACTION 


New Yorker Thinks the People 
Should Have Right to Pass 
| Directly on Prohibition. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—A national 
referendum on prohibition to guide 


Congress in considering proposals for 
the. amendment of the: Volstead law 
is sought in a House resolution intro- 
duced today by Representative Eman- 
uel Celler, Democrat, of New York, 
and referred to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, 

Mr.. Celler, a member of the so-called 
“wet bloc,” said the suggested refer- 
endum would seek merely to ascertain 
whether the voters want beer of not 


more than 2.75 per cent. alcoholic con- 
ten by weight, and wine of not more 
than 6 per cent., provided these bev- 
erages are not drunk upon the prem- 
is¢s where sold. 

The resolution would gmpower the 
President to create a bipartisan board 
in each State to serve without pay, 
and to cooperate in taking the refer- 
endum at the general ,elections in 
November, 


Says “‘Scoff-Laws’” Will Be Heard. 


“The people should be afforded the 
right to pass directly upon prohibi- 
tion,” said Mr. Celler. ‘‘My resolution, 
which in principle has the sanction of 
the Association Against the Highteenth 
Amendment, Inc., will give this long 
sought for and ever denied right to 
them. 

“One of the main purposes of the 
Anti-Saloon League is to keep this im- 
portant issue from being referred to 
the American people. Have they suc- 
ceeded? Deprived of the right to vote, 
our citizens have registered their pro- 
test in a most effective though un- 
sought-for way—they have flouted and 
disobeyed the law. They have realized 
that only by ‘@isobedience to law could 
prohibjtion be forced into the proper 
forum for settlement. Only by becom- 
ing a nation of ‘scoff-laws’ will the 
question be put ——— into politics 
and a new decision obtained.” 

Mr.. Celler said public opinion on the 
prohibition question had c ma- 
terially recently and cited the report 
of the department of research and 
education of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America and the 
recent statement of the Church Tem- 
perance Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, which favored light 
wines and beer. 

“I warn the Anti-Saloon League,” he 
said, ‘that unless there is a clear-cut 
referendum on prohibition, prohibition 
from now onward will stride politics 
like a colossus; every Congressional 
election, every presidential contest 
will turn on the wet and dry issue— 
with the wets winning out finally.” 
The declacation of Cardinal O’Con- 
nell of Boston on prohibition was fa- 
vorably . commented upon today we 
Representative Hill of jan 
publican, a leader of the “‘wet pice” tn in 
the House. He said: 

“Cardinal O’Connell crystallizes the 
teachings of the New Testament and 
the underlying theory of that body of 
believers in Christian doctrines which 
may be known generally as ‘the 
church.’ * i 

“The statement of Cardinal O’Con- 
nell is one which must appeal to every 
sincere believer in the teaching of 
Christianity. I am glad that so high 
an authority has exhibited the courage 
he has shown to put the stamp of 
hypocrisy on the claims of those try- 
ing to bolster this failure in social ex- 
perimentation and who are going 
counter to the whole theory of civil- 
ization in attempting to enforce tem- 
perance —* harsh, prohibitory laws. 
“We Protestants who consider our- 
selves more qualified to speak for 
some of the churches than the Anti- 
Saloon League, find ourselves in en- 
tire agreement with the statement of 
Cardinal O’Connell. What we need in 
this nation is to convince the soul of 
America that temperance is desirable, 
and. not to dragoon the bodies of 
Americans by the penalties ofthe Vol- 
stead act.” 


JURY OUT IN WAN’S CASE. 


Second Trial of Chinese’ Student for 
Murder Ends in Washington. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9,—The fate of 
Ziang Sung Wan, the young Chinese 
student from New York, tried a second 
time in Criminal Court No. 2 for the 
murder of Dr. Ben Sen’ Wu at the 
Chinese Educational Mission here on 
Jan. 29, 1919, is now in the hands of 
a jury, which has been locked up for 
the night. 

The United States. Supreme Court, 
after the former trial and conviction 
of Wan,* directed a new trial on the 
ground that the alleged ‘‘confession” 
on which his conviction was based and 
which he repudiated was drawn from 
him under duress by the police in 
Wasbington by third degree methods. 
John .W. Davis, former Democratic 
candidate for President,. and former 
Senator A. QO. Stanley of Kentucky, 
were counsel in the case. 

After his former conviction Wan was 
sentenced several times to be hanged, 
but in each instance his life was 
saved by stays of execution: granted 
while. his. casé was advanced on 
appeal to. the highest court, which 
finally ordered a new trial.

Archbishop Asserts Universal 
‘ Charch Favors Wine and Beer:

The Right Rev. George Winslow 
Plummer, Archbishop of the Anglican 
Universal Church, from the See House 
at 321 West 10ist Street, issued a 
statement yesterday summarizing the 
attitude of his Church toward prohibi- 
tion. Prohibition in itself, he declared, 
was not a moral issue but a principle 
of compulsion. More could be accom- 
plished through educational channels, 
he said, than through compulsion.

beers. He said there was no warrant 
in apostolic authority to deny Chris- 
tians the use of wine in moderation. 
The Anglican’ Universal Church in 
the United States is a branch of the 
Ecclesia Christia Chaldean, an Hast- 
ern Church, which has continued her 
mission in what is now called Iraq 
since A. D. 56.

DOUBTFUL OF PLEBISCITE 


General Declarés Chileans Must 
Amend Their Attitude Toward 
the Peruvian Voters.

KEY WEST, Fia., Feb. 9.—General 
John J, Pershing arrived here today 
on the cruiser Denver on his way to 
Washington from Arica, Chile, where 
he had been serving as neutral Chair- 
man of the Tacna-Arica Plebiscitary 
Commission. 

General Pershing apparently is in 
poor health and he is much changed 
physically since his departure from 
Key West in August. His face is color- 
less, his hair is grayer, he speaks little 
above a whisper and his characteristic. 
military stride has given way to a 
slow pace. 

-Maior J. G. Quekemeyer, aid to Gen- 
eral Pershing, said that the General’s 
condition was such as warranted rest. 
He declared at first that his health 
was ‘‘bad,’’ but added that it was not 
alarming. ; 

The General himself said that imme- 
diately after he had met the Secretary 


of War and the President he would 
report to thé Walter Reed Hospital in 
Washirfgton for treatment. 

“I need a complete rest,” he said. 
“T.am not on the sick list, but suppose 
my health for the few months 
would entitle me to except for the 
fact that I have not, been on active 
Military duty. It is true that I have 
been under my physician’s care. I in- 
tend to enter the Walter Reed Hospital 
on my return to Washington, but can’t 
say how long I expect to stay there.” 
General Pershing, it was said, kept 


for brief intervals during clear days, 
when he walked about the ship. 


Fears Arbitration Will Fail. 


General Pershing and party left to- 
night for Washington and are due to 
arrive in the capital Thursday morn- 
ing. The Genefal immédiately after 
his arrival here wired the President 
for a conference at noon Thursday 
and at. that time he will report the 
situation regarding the Tacna-Arica 
dispute.. 

In a brief statement here the Gen- 
éral said that he saw only failure as 
the result, unless there was a decided 
change in the attitude of the Chilean 
residents of the disputed territory. 
President Coolidge will be told, Gen- 
eral Pershing intimated, that three 
principal requirements are necessary 
to assure peace and insure the free- 
dom of the Peruvian residents when 
the registration of the voters is sched- 
uled to begin the latter part of this 
month. 

These requirements are that exiled 
Peruvians shall be able to return to 
Arica and Tacna without danger of 
violence from the eans, that the 
Peruvian residents in the disputed 
boundary be freed at once from coer- 
cion against expressifig their opinions 
or from any penalty for entering into 
relations with Peruvian Electoral Com- 
missioners, and that Peruvian eléctoral 
agents shall be able to travel through- 
out the territory without molestation. 
While the General views as a hope- 
ful sign the recent forceful order taken 
by the Commissioner General of Chile 
to prevent repetitions of violence 
against returning Peruvian voters, he 
does not yet consider that the lay of 
the land denotes freedom for the Peru- 
vians to conduct a satisfactory election 
without molestation from the Chileans. 
Those who have been with General- 
Pershing since he assumed charge of 
the Plebiscitary Commission, said that 
he would lay particular stress on the 
tréatment atcorded the Peruvians by 
the Chileans when he reports to the 
President.

ON AMERICAN CLAIMS 


Holds Damages and Deaths Caused 
in Villa and Zapata Revolts 
Are Not to Be Considered.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 9.—The Amer- 
ican-Mexican Claims Commission will 
probably dissolve if the Commissipners 
sustain the Mexican Government’s 
viewpoint as expounded by Aquiles 
Elorduy, who finished the summing up 
for Mexico this afternoon after three 
hours of talking. 

The points made by the Mexican 
Government, that hold that damages 
occurred in only the ‘movements 
headed by Madero, Carranza and Obre- 
gon, eliminating the Villa and Zapata 
revolts, would, if sustained, eliminate 
75 per cent. of the American claims 


for deaths inturred during revolts. 
The position of the Mexican Govern- 
ment is that it will only consider the 
three revolutio: movements. it held 
ta violate Article 3 of the claims 
agreement. This says: 
*‘Mexico wishes that her responsi- 
bility shall rot be fixed according to 
the generally accepted rules and prin- 
ciples. of international law, but feels 
orally bound’ to-make full indemni- 
fication.” 
«Article 4 refers.to al] classes of rébel 
movements, taking in disbanded Fed- 
eral troops, followers of successful 
movements and followers of move- 
ments that were unsuccessful. 
The Mexicans contend that the 
claims are national, not individual. 
They also say citizenship must be 
shown by birth certificates. They de- 
clare that Americans knew the con- 
ditions, in Chihuahua and that the in- 
vitation to come in was an informal 
one and did not carry any obligation 
of the Government * furnish protec- 
tion.

The Texan charged that President 
Coolidge was “mocking Congress’’; 
that he was “running hand in hand 
with Mr. Monopoly,” and that"he was 
“defying representatives of his people 
as no government head except Musso- 
lini would dare defy them.’’ ; 
‘The tidal wave of consdlidations is 
sweeping on while the Fedéral Trade 
Commission suffers from anemia and 
the Department of Justice is disabled 
by sleeping’ sickness,”. said Mr. Con- 
pally.

Newly Published Letters Show 
That Friendship Was 
Restored in 1912, 


CONFLICT AROSE IN: 1907 


President Criticized the Senator’s 
Stand Against Dismissal of 
Negro Troops.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The historic 
quarrel. ‘between former President 
Roosevelt and Senator Joseph Benson 
Foraker, which broke out in-1909 as a 
result of the Senator’s championship 
of the cause of certain of the negro 
troopers who were dismissed from the 
army after the ‘‘shooting up’*.of the 
town of Brownsville, Texas, was com- 
posed after both men left the stage of 
politi activities at Washington. | 

Wh the disagreement was ever 
settled has for over a decade and a 
half been one of moot questions of 
American politics. 

That both “buried the hatchet” 
seems to have. been settled now by 
correspondence between the two men, 
containing many unpublished letters of 


| both, which has been privately printed 


and copies of which have been, shown 
to their intimate friends in ‘Washing- 
ton. The brochure contains correspon- 
dence hetween President Roosevelt and 
Senator Foraker from June 20,,.1885, to 
Jan. 27; 1912. It does not contain all 
the letters between the two statestnen, 
but does show that Colonel Roosevelt 
resumed his correspondence with the 
Ohio Senator in 1912. 
Expreses Admiration for Senator. 


One of the most interesting of these 
Was written by Mr. Roosevelt in 1016 
as follows:

Oyster Bay, L. I., N. Y.,

My dear Senator: 
have just finished your two 
volumes which I have read with 
great interest. Of course, there are

I will continue to differ, but if I 

ever get the chance to speak pub- 

licly, I shall elaborate what 1 said in 
speaking of you in the libel suit. 

Not only do I admire your entire 
courage and straightforwardness (in 
the railway rate. legislation I re- 
spected you a thousand times more 
than I did many of the men who 
voted for the bill), but I also grow 
steadily more and more to realize 
your absolute Americanism, and your 
capacity for generosity and disinter- 
estedness. Besides, you know the 
need that the free man shall be able 
to fight, under penalty of ceasing to 
be a free man.” 

There is no use in raking up the 
past now, but there were some 
things told me against you, or in 
reference to you, which (when I con- 
sider what I know now of my in- 
formants) would have carried no 
weight with me at the time had I 
been as well informed as at present. 

Now for ‘something entirely differ- 
ent. If you are ever in this. neigh- 
borhood; I wish you would let me 
know and come down for lunch or 
dinner. I have some questions I wish 
to ask you about the battle of 
Chickamauga; this being in connec- 
tion with the work of a cousin of 
mine now dead,.a man named Gracey.

Foraker. Replied in a Friendly Way. 
To this letter Mr. Foraker. replied 

briefly but in a friendly manner, say- 
ing: 

“Notwithstanding our differences of 
opinion on some subjects, there never 
has been a) moment since the beginning 
of our acquaintance when I was not 
an ardent admirer of your great intel- 
lectual power, fervent patriotism and 
fearless courage."’ 

The quarrel between Mr. Foraker and 
President Roosevelt first’ developed, 


but not in. virulent form, during the 
railroad. rate fight in the Senate, when 
the President was seeking, as he 
stated it, to “‘put teeth’ into the inter- 
state commerce laws, and Foraker dif-

velt, who spoke half an hour, aiming 
pointed shafts at Senator Foraker. 


Gridiron Tilt Proved Sensation. 


Although the President is customarily 
the final speaker at Gridiron dinners, 
Toastmaster Blythe felt that Foraker 
should be accorded an opportunity to 
reply and called upon the Senator, who 
spoke with such vigor for twenty min- 
utes that “‘Uncle’’ Joe Cannon and 
other prominent. guests watched the

Neither man spared the other and 
The incident severed the friendship 
that had long existed between them, 
and from 1907 to 1916 no letters passed 
between them except in 1912, in which 
* also Roosevelt spoke faxorably of 

oraker in the famous ‘‘one-cent dam-: 
age”’ libel suit against. Colonel Roose- 
velt at Albany. The first letter that 
Roosevelt wrote to Foraker after 1907 
appears to have been on Jan. 19, 1912, 
when Mr. Foraker was at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel in New York City. 

Mr. Rooseyelt, addressing.the former 
Senator as “‘My Dear Senator For- 
aker,”’ stated that a “Mr. Wright has 
just shown .me the pamphlet on the 
authorship of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, with your introduction.”’ 
the tilt was the talk. of the nation. 

“Naturally,’’ Mr. Roosevelt wrote, “I 
am greatly interested in the history of 
that law. I wish, however, that in ad- 
dition to the introduction you had put 
an appendix stating exactly your con- 
clusions as to the conflicting claims. 

“Mr. Walker’s letter to Senator 
Clapp! which he sent you and which 
you print, with its fine tribute to Sen- 
ator Hoar, seems to show that it was 
to Senator Edmunds, more than-to any 
other one. man, the authorship of the 
law was really due. Am I right in 
also thinking that this is also your 
conclusion? I should really like to get 
your views, of course, merely for my 
private use. Mr. Wright tells me that 
you, to ve here Monday. If that 
is so could you not come around with 
him on Monday morning, if you have 
the time? It will be a real pleasure to 
see you.’ 


Writes on Sherman Law Title. 


On Jan. 24, 1912, Mr. Foraker wrote 
from New York to Colonel Roosevelt, 
then ‘at. Oyster Bay, relative to the

“The title does not seem to be just

“I was also pleased and surprised to

There are long intervals between 
really good. humorous points in ‘Be- 
hind the Front,’’ the current offering 
at the Rivoli, which strikes one as a 
burlesque of ‘‘The Big Parade.”” Most 
of the .fun in thts new presentation is 
wrought. with a mailed fist, which is 
something to the film’s disadvantage, 
as it might easily have been another 
“Better ‘Ole’ or something of that 
sort. .

Beery and Mr. Hatton figure as 
two army buddies. Riff Swanson; a 
detective in peace time, and Shorty 
McGee, a pickpocket. It happens just 
before Riff and Shorty are. recruited 
that Shorty lifted Riff’s watch.

He did not know what was 
going to come out from the big plants 
at Detroit, but so far, he said, Eng- 
land excelled America in commercial 
flying. : 

“At present,” Captain Biddlecombe 
said, ‘‘we have a2 million milés a year 
of commercial flying, which includes 
passenger, freight arid mails. You can 
fly now. from: London to Constanti- 
nople, : Moscow, Leningrad, Copen- 
hagen, Berlin or any other capital in 
Europe. All the commercial aviation 
in England is under the control of the

« Like the expert — that he is, 
Mr. Belasco lays on his color in “Lulu 
Belle,” now at the Belasco Theatre, 
with full brusit-strokes and bold, This 
protracted odyssey of a mulatto courte- 
san, reeking with Billingsgate, and 
acted. to the hilt by Miss Ulric, has 
been prodigally equipped. The first act, 
revealing ‘‘the sidewalks of San Juan 
Hill, the downtown colored district of 
New York,’’ supplies every detail of 
raucous neighborhood life. The setting, 
for instance, remains faithful to its 
actual counterpart, according to Mr. 
Belasco’s method, with tenement 
houses represented exactly from door to 
fire-escape, and the square is set with 
lamp-posts, fire signal boxes, electric 
signs and all the requisite parapher- 
_Nalia.to the last detail. Every episode 
of street life is likewise represented by 
a huge mob of colored actors—crap 
sftooting, Sa]vation Army sérenaders, 
hair-puiling, and a wedding party re- 
produced from the taunts of the jealous 
neighbors on the fire-escape to the 
Ford automobile rolling the principals 
and relatives down ‘the street toward 
the church. * 

With similar precise and accurate 
photography Mr. Belasco shows his 
three successive acts in a room in a 
Harlem boarding house, Saturday 
night at the Elite Grotto, where white 
‘‘slummers’’ come to thrill at a negro 
cabaret, and five years later in a lav- 
‘ish bedroom in Paris where this ‘‘hell- 
cat” lives in luxury at the expense of 
the Vicompte de Villars. With the ex- 
ception of one boxing match held just 
off the stage in the merciful seclusion 
of the wings, Mr. Belasco shows his 

. entire stock of goods to the audience. 
Not for him the esthetic spurs to the 
imagination now practiced by our 
newer scenic designers and directors. 
Not for him the bewildering symbolism 
of masks and ominous shadows, To 
Mr. Belasco, ‘‘seeing is. believing’; he 
leaves nothimg out. , 

At any rate, nothing except plot and 
story. These two elements of drama, 
the property of Mr. Sheldon and Mr. 
MacArthur, are quite lost in the jum- 
ble of exact detail. In a few words, 
“Lulu Belle’ records the smashing ca- 
reer of a New York colored coquette 
from the pavements to the perfumed 
yumptuosity of Avenue Marigny, tram- 
pling men’s hearts cruelly under foot, 
calculating, abandoned and glib. In 
the end her .first-act lover kills her 
Othello-like on her high French bed, 
and brings the curtain down after 
three full hours of playing. In a tech- 
nical. fashion, the piece breeds some 
conflict of purpose among the several 
suitors to Lulu’s protection; one 
French vicompte takes her away from 
one White Plains barber, for better or 
for worse. In the process one colored 
fight champion gets a knife between 
his ribs, and one discarded ‘‘daddy’’ 
goes to jail for five years to contem- 
plate his troubles. But even this con- 
ventional plot elaboration is quite lost 
in the parade of decorative bric-a-brac, 
and colorful’atmosphere; and it is in- 
nocent of the climax and development 
common. to the stuff of the theatre. 
“In consequence, “Lulu Belle’’ rarely 
—— the sntecedt or -breeds expec- 


“ae Mir. Belasco treats the staples of 
drama in too ‘cavalier a fashion, he 
does not spare his actors. Holding the 
stage almost continuously. for three 
hours, Miss Ulric vibrates like a taut 
wire. Slang, jibes, insinuations, invita- 
tions and lenges pour from her li 
continuously, all in one tone of brav 
and daring.

militant emotion. Mr. Harrington en- 
acts the prizefighter in a jovial spirit. 
Mr. St. James make a comically obese 
“masher”? in the second act. Most. of 
the performance moves ‘to Bas accom-

speaking, Miss Ulric hums various 
ditties of an appropriately sinful char- 
acter. Having wound up his perform- 
ance in the first act, Mr. Belasco never 
lets it run down. ‘“‘Lulu Belle” 1s 
splendid showmanship; but it retains 
few of the elements of drama.

of any grave international issue creates 
a new factor toward the recovery of 
Europe.” x 

Locarno, the Italian Premier noted as 
a step that foreshadowed the new An- 
glo-Italiam atcord of today, and that 
accord, in its turn, with its beneficial 
repercussions on the world, has opened 
a way for the consideration of further 
bonds of friendship that could logically 
follow. 

To a question as to how a closer col- 
laboration between England and Italy 
would be of special service to either 
country and how such a collaboration 
would serve as a~ guarantee of the 
peace of Europe and the world, he re- 
plied: . - 

“I am very ‘glad you have put to me 
such -an jample and comprehensive 
question, because it provides. me with 


an opportunity to make clear my] 
thoughts on this important subject.

“And since the conquest of Gibraltar 
has made the British Empire a Medi- 
terranean power, her future remains

Belt, from Edwin Gould, the last, of 
the. members of that family to hold 
control of a railroad. 

The St. Louis Southwestern shares 
were sold to Leonor F. Loree, Chair- 
man of the Kansas City Southern, upon 
the failure of Charles Hayden, head 
of Hayden, Stone & Co., to obtain the 
approval of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to merge. the Cotton Belt 
and the-Rock Island. Wall Street has 
therefore presumed that the Missouri-

If this guess is right, it is believed

BACKS POTTER PLAN 
FOR RAILROAD AID 


Traffic World Sees Pooling of 
‘Small Rate Rise as Only Help 
for Needy Lines. 


Advocates of the Potter plan, con- 
ceived by Mark W. Potter, former In- 
terstate Commerce Commissioner, are 
putting the plan forward as the most 
practical>means of obtaining for the 
railroads the 5% per cent. suggested 
as a fair return by the Transportation 
act. 

The situation regarding railroad 
earnings is now briefly as follows: 
Some properties, many of which are 
in the Southern district, are earning 
6 per cent. or more on their property 
investment, while others in the North- 
‘west and Central Middle West are re- 
ceiving 4 per cent. or less. The pros- 
perous roads ‘strongly object to. the 
pooling plan offered by Mr. Potter on 
the. eee that it is ‘‘socialistic’’ and 
seéks to giye the weaker: properties 
revenues which they did not earn, 
Meanwhile both the prosperous and ‘the 
weak roads in the Western district 
have an application pending before 
the Federal Commission for a fiat in- 
crease of 5 per cent. in freight rates. 

The Traffic World, which represents 
the views of some of the shippers’. or- 
ganizations, favors the pooling plan, 
while The Railway Age, voicing the 
opinions of many of the prominent rail- 
road executives, is opposed to it. | 

“Phe carriers have to face a con- 
dition, not a theory,” says an editorial 
in The Traffic World.’’ They want 
more revenue. The practical question 
is how to get it. If they try to get 
it by general increases that will not 
‘help the needy but swell the receipts 
of the prosperous. We believe, first, 
that they wil] not get it, and, second, 
that if they do get it the law will be 
so changed that their victory. will be 
short-lived. 

“It would seem to us, then, from the 
point of view.oftthe carriers, that the 

thing for them to do would be to 


— 
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— 
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«| accept, if-they can get it, a small gen- 


eral increase, the proceeds of which 
would be pooled in proportion to their 
needs among the roads not earning the 
adequate rate of return. We see no 
other way for them +o get it, except 
perhaps in part through a readjust- 
ment of @ivisions. This has been sug- 
gested, but we know of no plan that 
has béen formulated to bring it 
about.” 

Under the present law ine pooling 
agreement cannot be carried out with- 
out the unanimous consent of the rail- 
roads involved. As. nearly all of .the 
Western railroads have declared oppo- 
sition to it there does not seem to be 
much likelihood~of its..being put in 
effect unless the Transportation act is 
amended to. permit pooling at the dis- 
cretion of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.. There have been rumors 
that Mr. Potter has some such plan in 
mind and will seek to embody it in 
legislation, to come before the present 
Congress.

| SHIPPERS FIGHT BILL 


— Official Sees “Plot” 
to Make Consumers Pay for - 
Rise in Wages and Rates. 


CALLS ‘MEASURE. ‘A “JOKE” 


pose Mediation Plan That Ex- 
cludes the Public. 


The Shippers’ Conference of Greater 
New York, at its monthly meeting 
yesterday, went on record as opposed 
to the Cummins-Parker! bill now be- 
fore Congress, which would abolish 
the Railroad Labor Board and substi- 
tute a Board of Mediation from which 
the public would be excluded. 

W. H. Chandler, manager of the 
Traffic Bureau of the Merchants’ 
Association. and Chairman of the 
Shippers’ Legislative Committee, said 
that the bill opened the way for a 
“plot”. in which the railroads and, 
labor representatives could get to- 
gether when. differences’ arose, ‘con- 
céde each others’“demands at.the ex- 
pense of the public, and ‘Teave the un- 
represented public to pay the bill for 
every rise in wages and increase in 
freight rates. 

“You never will get anti-labor legis- 
lation with teeth in it until there is 
a real uprising brought about by labor 
troubles,’’ Mr. Chandler said. ‘While 
the public may not now have much 
say in the iabor situation, at least 
tue Railroad Labor Board has a lot of 
weight, and when it opposes the de- 
mands of any group, those demands 
usually end there, as the railway shop- 
men learned. But this bill is an 
absolute joke. It provides for appoint- 
ment of a Board of Mediation by the 
President, with no representative of 
the public. If that board cannot stop 
the strike or obtain concessions, it 
merely reports to the President, who 
then names another board which sur- 
veys the situation: and reports back 
to him, while the — pays.’’. 

Mr. Chandler mentioned a wage de- 
mand, which, he said, would soon be 
an issue with the railroads, and 
prophesied a succession of concessions 
ebetween railrdads and union officials 
if the Cummins-Parker bill passed. 

“Lewis and the anthracite operators 
got together with the public left out, 
and, naturally, higher coal D ng. re- 
sultéd, the public paying,’’ Mr. Chan- 
dler said. “The question now is 
whether you want the railroads and 
strikers to.do the same thing.’’ 

Orie hundred representatives of some 
ot the largest corporations in the city 
were present and discussed the bill at 
length. The. Rail Labor Board, 
which has nine embers, three of 
whom represent the public, was fa- 
vored asa valuable asset to the public 
by practically all who spoke, but be- 
cause of the wide field covered by the 
labor situation there were differences 
as to the proper statement of the ship- 
pers’ attitude. 

“IT am not ready to say that the pub- 
lic should be. equally represented. with 
labor and capital in all labor disputes,” 
said Paul. M. Ripley, .. Manager 
for the American Gugar ng Com- 
pany. ‘“‘However, I do thitk the pub- 
lic is not fairly treated by this bill 
and oppose it on that ground.” 

The conference voted to oppose the 
bill because it does not adequately pro- 
tect the public interest, and referred 
it to the Legislative Committee to 
place.its views before Congress.

“T have learned with interest of the 
jlans which are being made for hold- 
ing a National Oratorical Contest, to 
be. conducted by schools of the country 
im order to choose an American repre- 
sentative who will later compete 
against the orators selected in similar 
contests held by other nations. 

“Such contests not only have a dis- 
tinct educational value for the contes- 
tants themselves, but may result in 
helping to bring about better relations 
among nations through the opportunity 
thus afforded for an exchange of ideas 
&nd consequent avoidance of the mis- 
‘understandings arising from strictly 
national viewpoints.”’ 


Answers to Inquiries. 


Among various questions from teach- 
eis and students which have been re- 
ceived by Tur New YoRK TIMES was 
this: 

Question—Do students in junior high 


gchools stand a good chance if they 

compete against -older students in 

senior and evening high schools? 
Answer—This question was referred 


e 








to several educators, who seemed to 
agree that, even if the junior high 
school student did not outstrip his older 
rivgls in his first attempt, the experi- 
ence and training he would receive in 
the competition would improve his 
chances as he became a sophomore, 
junior and senior. One pointed out 
that football players did not always 
“make the team’’ the first year, but 
work they put in in trying for the 
team both hastened their development 
and gave an advantage to them later. 
Others cited the wide variety of the 
prizes being offered by THE New York 
TIMEs—a prize of $50 being awarded to 
the winner of each of the sixty-four 
school districts into which the terri- 
—— was divided. These anticipated 
that with such an arrangement, the 
more brilliant among the younger high 
school contestants might spring unex- 
——— surprises in the coming compe- 
tition. 


Methods of Beginning Work. 


Meanwhile considerable inquiry* has 
been received from teachers along this 
line: - 

Question—What are effective ways of 
starting work on the National Orator- 
ical Contest in the classroom? 

“ Answer—Teachers with actual experi- 
ence in handling this Contest in the 
past were consulted on the subject. 
Some had deemed the work of prepara- 
tion for the Contest a valuable ad- 
junct to the curriculum. The extra re- 
search which it encouraged in the stu- 
dent justified them, they said, in giv- 
ing special credit where work was 
meritorious. Others had had their stu- 
dents write upon the topics outlined in 
the Contest on the Constitution—there 
are ten of these. This was usually in 
the English, Civics or History Depart- 
ments. The best papers were selected 
and the students were encouraged to 
adapt their papers in the form of ora- 
tions. In many cases the departments 
of Public Speaking or Spoken English 
cooperated at this point. Then followed 
an elimination process by classroom, 
department and years, to select. the 
winner for the school as a whole. Other 
schools gave entire direction of the 
Contest within the school to either the 
English, History or Public’ Speaking 
Department. The procedure in each: 
school, under the rules of the National 
Oratorical Contest, is left to the dis- 
cretion of the principal.
